MEOFmjAPS'BOATSWASSUNK 



The Russian Torpedo Boat Destroyer 
Stereguschtchi Was Severely Dam- 
a^ed and Later Foandered. 



Part of the Crew Was Made Prisoner* 
and Part Was Drowned— The Cas- 
ualties on the Russian Side 
,; . Wae 8liBht. 

€lt Petersburg. March It.— The em 
"penr baa received a message from 
Viceroy Alesleff which says: 

"Adm. Makaroff, commanding tlio 
Rus4Slan fleet, reporta from Port Ar- 
thur as follows: 

" 'Six torpedo boats which went out 
/Co Mft the niffbt of March 10. four of 
'them being under the general com- 
fmand of Capt. Mattoussvitcb, encoun* 
tared the enemy's torpedo bOtttl, fol- 
lowed by cruisers. 

" 'A hot action enaoed lo which the 
torpedo boat destroyer Vlaatlnl dls- 
ciyarged a Whitehead torpedo and 
sunk one of tlio enemy's torp«Mlo bnal.s. 
On the way back the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Stereguschtchi, ( onimanded by 
Lieut, Sergueleft. sustained damages; 
her engine was disabled and she began 
to founder. By 8 o'clock In the morn- 
ing five of our torpedo boat destroyers 
had returned. When the critical posi- 
tion of the Stereguschtchi became evi- 
dent I hoisted my flag on the cruiser 
Novik and yent with the Novik and 
the cruiser fiOyarln to the rescue. But 
as' flvo of tl:r> enemy's cruisers sur- 
rounded our destroyer, and as their 
battleship squadron was appro.iching, 
I did not succeed in saving the Stere- 
guschtchi, which foundered. Part of 
the crew waa made priaonera and part 
was drowned. 

"'On the ships which participated 
in the night attack one officer was se- 
riously and three others were slightly 
wounded, two' soldiers were killed and 
18 were wounded. 

"'At 9 o'clock 14 of the enemy's 
ships assembled before Port Arthur 
and a bonil)ardnient was be^un with 
the heavy guns of their battleship 
squadron at long range. This lasted 
until 1 o'clock In the afternoon. It is 
estimated that the enemy flred 154 12- 
inch shells. The damage to our ves- 
sels was insignificant, and they are 
again ready for liattle. Our losses 
were one officer sligihtly wounded and 
one soldier killed and four soldiers 
wounded. The Illumination of the sea 
at night by -the searchlights mounted 
at our batteries was most satisfactory 
and several time.s isolated shots from 
our batteries forced the enemy's tor- 
pedo boats to retire. 

'"With the commencement of the 
bombardment at dawn the guns of the 
fortress replied to the enemy's Are. 
The crews of all the shiiis euKased 
gave proof of remarkable coolness In 
action. Helow decks the work of the 
day followed its ordinary course, in 
spite of the shells falling between the 
vessels and cowing them with frag- 
ments. 

" 'A bonibarditi' iit nt siu 'i a distance 
must be considered Ineffective, but 
the Japanese cruiser Takasago Is re- 
ported to have been aeen to suffer se- 
rious damage, the extent of which, 
however. It was Impossible to a.s cer- 
tain at a distance of five miles. Many 
shells were flred at a range of 7^ 
miles.' 

"I have the honor to report the fore- 
going to your majesty. Alexieff." 

The removal of the battleship Ret- 
vizan from the mouth of tlio inner 
harbor, which marked the assumption 
of command by Adm. Makaroff, will 
permit the free exit of the heavy ar- 
mored ships. It had been believed 
that the reason whjr th* Russian ships 
had not made a sortie before was the 
apprehension of meeting with a supe- 
rior force, but it is now clear the 
ships were unable to leave. With the 
channel open It is expected that Adm. 
Mlalnufoflt will make the squadron an 
aggressive force. 

Appreciating the misfortune of the 
division of the fleet before the was, 
it is believed that Adm. MaliaroS will 
attempt to unite his forces by bring- 
lag the Vladivostok squadron to Port 
Arthur. 

' Repaln on tbt battleship Retvlzan 
will be completed in a few weeks, but 
the battleship Czarevitch is so badly 
damaged that it is not thought she 
can participate in amr of ths opera- 
tions for a long tlms.

WITKORAWIKQ THE TROOPS. 



CSMl4erable Uneaalneee on Part of 
aprtnglsld Ofriciais and CIttams. 

Springfield, O., March 12.— There is 
considerable uneaainess on the part 
of the city olllciala and residents in 
general lest the withdrawal of troops 
from this city will result In further 
outbreaks from the lawless elements 
among both Negroes and whites. Fri- 
day all the companies of the Third 
regiment, excepting two local com- 
panies, have been removed. Besides 
the two companies there are still sev- 
en companies of the Second regiment 
on duty, and these will be retained 
here at least until Monday. 

The ppllee were notified Friday tha^ 
six sticks of dynamite and a coll of 
fuse were stolen Thursday night fromt 
thd lime quarries west of the city. 
This fact, coupled with several threats 
to dynamite public buildings after the 
departure of the troops, has created 
no small degree of apprehension. 

One of the results of the recent 
lynching has been to incite a spirit of 
lawlessness on the part of the mere 
children. At the Shaffer street school 
Friday evening two white boys caught 
a Negro boy and placed a rope aroimd 
his neck and began to drag him along 
the ground. The Negro was rescued 
l)efore serious injury had been done. 
The 6al(K)ns have been closed for three 
days and will be kept closed until 
Mcmday.

Washington. March U — Senator 
Tillman waa much more uncomforta- 
iile Friday than at any time during 

his inno::s-, though his condition was 
not nt cessarily worse. His tliroat Is 
tiistresslng him greatly and the suf- 
fering is most acute. The physicians 
again Friday found It necessary to 
lance it and the indications are that 
another such operation will be neces- 
sary Saturday, as a second abscess ap- 
pears to be forming. Still the physi- 
cians see no cause for apprehension 
and believe careful treatment and pa- 
tience will insure relief, they think 
that in a short time Senator Tillman 
will have recovered sufficiently to en- 
able him to go south to recuperate.

Salt Lake City, Utah, March It.— As 
illustrating the intense feeling exist- 
ing among the Mormons In some parts 
of the state as a result of the investi- 
gation of Senator Smoot's eligibility 
now being conducted by the United 
gUtes senate, the Telegram Friday 
night printed a dispatch from Logan, 
Utah, describing the regular monthly 
|fast meeting held In the temple at that 
place. Tho meeting was addressed, 
among others, by J. M. Blair, who 
made a strong defeoss of polygamy. 
Heber Carlisle succeeded Mr. Blair. 
He declared with great emphasis that 
congress and tho entire country were 
the persecutors of the Mormon church, 
and then defended polygamy, declar- 
ing it is the doctrine of Ood and the 
revelation that had been given to the 
prophet, Joeeph Smith. He approved 
of the conduct of Mr. Smith In Wash- 
ington, declaring: "If it ever comes | 
to a difficulty, i will be ready to dia 
for President Joseph F. Smith." 

W. S. Lamoreaux then arose and, 
amid much excitement, declared that 
he believed In loyalty to the United 
States government. It was danRcrous, 
he said, to say such thiuRS as the 
preceding speakers had given utter- 
ance to. The Mormon church, he said, 
Is not now teaching polygamy, that the 
church had given up such teachings 
and that there was no occasion for 
such remarks. Here, Counsellor Isaac 
Smith, the presiding officer, ordered 
Mr. Lamoreaux to take his seat, which 
he did.
